Ska-Punk-Punk - 
Behind the 
Linguistics

When the Skatalites sat 
down and jammed, they didn't 
just pull ska out of their asses - 
it came from somewhere. They 
were trained in classical, they 
played jazz, the population 
around them listened to R&B 
and blues, the native music (and 
tourist) scene was all mento and 
calypso, and they were in the 
middle of it. Things evolved, 

new things emerged. 
Ska came out of this wicked 
brew, and its never really looked 
back. It continued to evolve toa 


point where it couldn't honestly 
be called ska - it became rock 
steady. The word and the idea of 
skacame back to haunt the Brit- 
ish in the late 70s under the 
cover of 2Tone, but even the 
most casual listener can discern 
serious differences between 
"Christine Keeler" by the 
Skatalites and."Do the Dog" by 
the Specials. One is ska, the 
other is ska-punk.

an honest music. Reggae had 
become much more heavy, 
dubby, insular with Rasta mes- 
sages, getting further away from 
Western tastes.
